A pre-bid/site visit was held on September 27, 2006 at 9:00 AM on-site.  
Introductions were followed by discussion of highlights of the Special Provisions 
in the Notice to Bidders.  This was followed by information from the various 
utilities.  Items discussed at the pre-bid meeting include the following: 

• Items on the gas station property will be removed by Hawkins or other 
responsible party storing materials there. 

• Wastewater lines are to be capped directly behind the new sidewalk.  The 
service line location to the gas station is unknown, but the City will TV the 
line to determine and mark the exact location.   

• Water service to the gas station is believed to be at the curb on 48th Street 
and the service to the old Blockbuster building is on the water pipe with 
the hydrant.   

• The Aquila line to the gas station has already been abandoned.  Aquila 
will remove the meter.   

• Windstream facilities need to stay because they feed the entire block.   
• The LES transformer on the northeast corner of the gas station property 

will also stay.   The concrete shall be saw cut west and south of the 
protective ballard near the transformer.  Likewise, the north/south retaining 
wall will be cut immediately south of the transformer in order to protect the 
transformer.   

• Hazardous soil will be taken out of the base bid.  Attached is a revised bid 
list.  Hazardous material, if any, is thought to be about 10-15 feet deep, 
which the demolition should not disturb.  If hazardous material is 
encountered during demolition, the Contractor shall stop work immediately 
and notify the project manager.  If hazardous material is encountered, a 
change order will be created to compensate the Contractor for hazardous 
material removal and replacement of clean fill.   

 
Attached is a copy of the monitoring wells on site.  The wells shall not be 
disturbed and shall be marked ahead of the demolition.
